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THE  FORDS  AND  THEIR  NAME 


The  name  of  Ford  is  said  to  have  been  of  Anglo-Saxon  origin 
and  to  have  been  derived  from  the  residence  of  its  first  bearers 
at  a  ford,  or  crossing  of  a  river  or  stream.  It  is  found  on  the 
ancient  British  and  early  American  records  in  the  various  forms 
of  Forth,  Foord,  Atford,  Efourde,  Fourde,  Fourd,  Foorde,  Foarde, 
Foard,  Forde  and  Ford  of  which  the  last  is  the  form  most  gener¬ 
ally  accepted  in  America  today. 

Among  the  earliset  records  of  the  family  in  England  were 
those  of  Richard  Atford  or  at  Ford  of  Devonshire  about  the  middle 
of  the  twelfth  century,  Richard  de  la  Forde  of  County  Norfolk  in 
1273,  William  de  la  Forde  of  County  Kent  of  slightly  later  data. 
Retar  ate  Ford  of  the  year  1313,  David  atte  Forda  of  Somersetshire 
about  1327,  William  atte  Ffourde  of  the  year  1350,  and  Stephan 
atte  Forde  of  1372# 

The  above  mentioned  Richard  at  Ford  of  Devonshire  about  1155 
is  said  to  have  been  the  father  of  John,  father  of  Nicholas, 
father  of  John,  father  of  Martin,  father  of  William,  father  of 
William,  who  died  in  1521  and  left  issue  by  his  wife  Elizabeth 
Stamyall  of  Edward,  Thomas,  Robert,  Anne  and  Margarett  Ford  of 
whom  the  first  married  Joanne  Bowyer  and  had  Robert,  Charles, 

John,  Edward  and  numerous  daughters,  of  whom  the  second  son  Charle 
was  the  father  by  his  wife  Agnes  Richards  of  Edward  (died  young) 
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Richard,  George,  Elizabeth  and  Dorothy,  of  whom  the  second  son  was' 
the  father  of,  among  other  children  a  son  named  Charles,  who  married 
Penelope  Ashford  in  1609  and  was  the  father  by  her  of  Charles,  Roger, 
and  Kdward • 

One  William  Ford  is  said  to  hare  resided  in  County  hurray  about 
the  beginning  of  the  fifteenth  cnetury  and  to  have  been  the  father 
of  Walter,  who  married  Margaret  Degh  and  had  a  son  named  Erasmus, 
who  made  his  home  in  Essex  County  and  was  the  father  by  his  wife 
Julia  Salsford  of  Edmund  and  Erasmus,  of  whom  the  first  married  Joan 
Chesman  in  1525  but  probably  had  only  female  issue,  of  whom  his 
daughter  Magdalena  married  one  John  Ford,  son  of  John  and  grandson 

of  another  John  Ford  of  Devonshire, 

John  and  Magdalena  Ford  of  County  Sussex  were  the  parents  of 
Sir  William,  Fdmund  end  John,  of  whom  the  first  married  Anna  Carrell 
and  was  the  father  of  Sir  Edward,  John,  William  and  Katherine. 

Another  branch  of  the  family  was  settled  in  Shropshire  at  an 
early  date  and  was  represented  in  the  early  fifteenth  century  by 
John  Forde,  father  of  Edmond,  who  married  Joanne  Collins  and  had 
a  son  named  Nicholas,  who  was  the  father  of  at  least  one  son  named 

John  and  possibly  of  otheres  as  well. 

In  the  early  sixteenth  century  V.'illiam  Ford  said  to  have  been 
the  son  of  one  John  Ford  of  the  before  rationed  Devonshire  line,  was 
the  father  by  his  wife  Cicily  Smith  of  John,  who  was  the  father  of, 
among  others,  George  and  John.  Of  these  last  mentioned  brothers,  the 
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first  married  Jone  St.Clare  and  was  the  father  of  Thomas,  Christopher, 
Richard  and  four  daughters,  of  whom  the  first  son  wo s  the  father  of 
Henry,  father  by  his  wife  Katherine  Drake  of  another  Henry;  and  John

married  Mary  Pemeroy  and  was  the  father  by  her  of  John,  Thomas,  Francis, 
William  and  several  daughters,  of  whom  the  first  son  had,  besides 
several  daughters,  three  sons,  Thomas,  Edward  and  Richard, 

It  is  not  definitely  known  from  which  of  the  many  illustrious 
lines  of  the  family  in  England  the  first  emigrants  of  the  name  to 
America  were  descended,  but  it  is  generally  believed  that  all  of  the 
Fords  were  of  extremely  ancient  ancestry* 

The  first  of  the  name  in  America  are  believed  to  have  been  the 
widow  Martha  (?)  Ford,  who  emigrated  to  Plymouth,  Mass.,  in  1621, 
and  her  children,  William,  Martha  and  John*  Of  these  early  emigrants, 
John  is  believed  to  have  left  no  issue  and  William  is  said  to  have 
settled  at  Marshfield,  Conn*,  in  1639  and  to  have  removed  to  Duxbury, 
Mass.,  about  1643.  By  his  wife  Ann  he  was  the  father  of  William, 
Michael,  Millicent,  Margaret  and 

As  early  as  1633  one  John  Ford  is  said  to  have  been  living  in 
Goochland  County,  Va.,  and  either  he  or  a  son®  of  the  same  name  is 
said  to  have  died  about  1699,  leaving  a  wife  Patience  and  at  least 
one  son  named  John* 

One  Andrew  Ford,  who  is  claimed  by  some  authorities  to  have 
come  in  early  youth  from  V’oymoutn,  England  about  1633  with  his  father 
John  Ford  and  to  have  made  his  home  at  eynouth,  Mags#> 


was  married 
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about  1656  to  Elinor  Lowell,  by  whom  he  had  issue  of  Andrew, 

Samuel,  Nathaniel,  Ebenezer,  Silence,  Prudence,  Jacob,  Elizabeth, 
Iseral  and  Sarah,  This  emigrant  also  owned  lands  in  Abington 
and  Hingham,  Mass,,  at  early  dates. 

About  1657  one  Timothy  Ford  is  said  to  have  settled  at  Charles¬ 
town,  Mass.,  whence  he  later  removed  to  New  Haven,  Conn,  His 
children  are  believed  to  have  been  Matthew,  Samuel,  Mary,  Bethia, 
Elizabeth  and  possibly  another  son  named  Y/illiam. 

One  Thomas  Ford  made  his  home  at  Milford,  Onnn.,  before  1646 
and  was  the  father  by  his  wife  Elizabeth  Knowles  of  Elizabeth, 

John,  Thomas,  Mary,  Lydia  and  possibly  others. 

Among  the  others  of  the  Fords  who  emigrated  to  Amerioa  at 
early  dates  but  left  few  records  of  themselves  or  their  immediate 
families  were  Thomas  of  Dorchester,  Mass.,  in  1650,  t*io  is  believed 
to  have  left  only  female  issue;  Jonathan  of  Virginia  in  1655, 
who  is  believed  to  have  been  joined  shortly  afterward  by  his  brothers, 
L'illiam,  John  and  Charles;  Richard  of  Virginia  in  1658;  Roger  of 
Cambridge,  Mass.,  in  1644;  Peter  of  Virginia  in  1648;  John  of  Boston, 
Mass.,  in  1661;  Robert  and  John  of  Haverhill,  Conn,  about  1670; 
and  Thomas  of  Boston  before  1690, 

The  descendants  of  these  and  later  branches  of  the  family  in 
America  have  spre*  d  to  practically  every  state  in  the  Union  and  have 
aided  as  much  in  the  growth  of  the  country  as  their  ancestors  aided 
in  the  founding  of  the  Nation.  They  have  been  noted  for  their  energy, 
industry,  integrity,  piety,  perseverance,  fortitude,  resourcefulness. 
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initiative,  courage  and  leadership. 

Among  those  of  the  name  who  fought  as  officers  in  the  war  of 
the  Revolution  were  Ensign  John  of  North  Carolina,  Lieutenant  Chilion 
of  New  Jersey,  Lieutenant  Hezekiah  of  Maryland,  Lieutenant  Denis  of 
Virginia,  Lieutenant  James  of  Massachu setts.  Lieutenant  Jame3  of 
New  Hampshire,  Captain  John  of  Massachusetts,  Captain  Joseph  of 

Maryland,  Mijor  Mahlon  of  New  Jersey  and  Lieutenant-Colonel  Benjamin 
of  Maryland. 

Richard,  William,  Thomas,  Robert,  Edward,  John,  Henry,  Andrew, 

Roger  and  Samuel  are  some  of  the  Christian  names  most  highly  favored 
by  the  family  of  Ford  for  its  male  members.
